of.Las Tunas by tho iniurgoiita under Vi- 
cente Garoin arc published. 
During tho 


aight of September 22, about fioo insurgents 
beaded by Vicente Garcia, attacked Las 
Tunas on. three sides. 
A portion of the 


Spanish troops nt tho plico were surprised 
aud made prison ors near tho fort. 
Tho re- 


mainder were distributed by tho governor in 
various houses, while some citizens and vol- 
unteers fortified themselves in the court 
bouse. 
During tho confusion attending tho 


attaok the 
governor 
was 
assassinated 


by his own soldiers. 
Upon capturing tho 


Tort the insurgents turned its guns on tho 
court-hoiis>e, disabling 51 men, after which 
they took possession of tho city. Vicente 
Garcia then sent a message to tho Spanish 
govornor in Ilolquin, notifying him that ho 
had 240 Spauish prisoners and 105 wounded, 
who would receive proper attention if the 
governor sent tho 
necessary 
resources. 


After appropriating everything they needed 
the insurgents left the place. 


Distress in the jurisdiction of Puerto 


Principe is increasing, and tho people of 
the city of Puerto Principe talk again of .its 
probable abandonment by the tho Spaniards. 
A great deal of discontent and insubordina- 
tion is said to prevail amongst tho Spanish 
troops in consequence of non-receipts of 
arrearages of pay.
